ago projected a need for a larger, free-standing police 
station to adequately meet the town's law enforcement 
needs. Town Administrator Paul Dawson said that the 
old station was built by volunteers and, while the town 
was grateful for the work that the volunteers had done, 
the police station was in need of a more professional set- 
up that would stand the test of time. The Spring Street 
location did not even have a cell, so occasional prisoners 
were taken to Wareham for lock-up at the town's expense. 

The town had voted to appropriate $3.8 million 
for the new station, and had required an override for 
funding. Although past town meetings had approved the 
police station project, it took three separate town override 
elections before the town finally approved the project. 

The timing proved advantageous for Marion, 
since the slow economy made for plenty of favorable 
contractor and subcontractor bids, said Mr. Dawson. The 
winning bidder for the project was B.C. Construction 
from Wakefield, MA, and the building was designed by 
architect Brian Humes. 

The station's opening ceremony was dampened 
by the announcement that the project's superintendent. 
Rick Freitas, of B.C. Construction died unexpectedly the 
day before the dedication. For this reason, the members of 
the grieving company were not present for the building's 
unveiling. 

The Reverend Dale Thackeray, an EMT, provided 
an invocation for the station's opening, and Lieutenant 
Garcia led the presentation of the colors, raising the 
American flag and Town Seal high above the new 
building. 

In his remarks. Selectman Jonathan Henry gave 
a brief history of law enforcement's role in society "from 
Miles Standish to Lincoln Miller", and the need for 
increased facilities in the face of a developing society.

With his characteristic wit, he reminisced over the days 
when a layperson would leave their day job and work as 
a constable during an emergency, arriving at the scene in 
whatever vehicle they had available. 

"Today we have a professional police force, and 
the necessity has evolved," he said. 

Joseph McDonald, Sheriff of Plymouth County,

than one cell for lock-up, has a sophisticated dispatch 
center complete with a wall of LCD monitoring screens, 
an evidence processing room and conference rooms for 
improved privacy and staff training. Briefly after the 
dedication ceremony and ribbon-cutting by the Police 
Station Building Committee, the facility was opened up to 
the public for tours for a three-hour open house. 

"This building is just up-to-date," said Mr.

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Sitting among her hand dyed silk scarves and 
clothing, Elizabeth Rowland - the founder of the event 
four years ago - reflected on the show's beginnings. The 
Marion-based artist said 30 years of experience perfecting 
and displaying her art exposed her to the local art scene. 
As such, the Marion Art Center board asked her to recruit 
artisans for the inaugural show four years ago, which 
corresponded with the center's 50th anniversary. 

The result: an annual event well loved and 
attended by locals. "People love it. It is a nice venue and it 
is well organized," she said. Moreover, she noted that the 
Bicentennial Park often is overlooked even by locals. "I've 
had people come up to me and say, 'I've lived here for 15 
years and I've never been in this park.'" 

Ms. Rowland also touted the high quality 
artwork displayed at the show.

"Scrimshander Extraordinaire" Liz LaValley also 
displayed her art, which included jewelry and wearable 
sleeveless wool gloves adorned with scrimshaw, or ivory 
engravings.

Another unique artist at the show was Carol

The resplendent gardens of Ms. Rubenstein's property 
stretched out alongside an impressive view of Ram 
Island. Hydrangeas, including blue mophead and white 
Annabelle varieties, gave a traditional seaside garden 
view, while a more unusual private garden showcased 
unusual bulbs and sun-loving plants.

One gardener on the tour, Diane Fernandez, 
said that seaside gardens can be exceptionally pretty, 
but a lot of work. According to Ms. Fernandez, one 
natural element makes gardening a challenge in a seaside 
environment: wind. 

"It's so hard because of the wind," she said, 
showing the plants that they had to stake to prevent wind 
damage. Among the plants that thrive in the ocean air, 
said Ms. Fernandez, are Russian sage, sedum, coreopsis 
and coneflowers. 

Another obstacle to a flawless garden is the 
garden grub, a dirt-dwelling insect that dines on grass 
roots, leaving patches of dying lawn. Ms. Fernandez said 
that gardeners can combat these grubs organically with 
milky spores, a bacterium that creates a disease in the 
grubs, but is otherwise harmless to humans and pets. 
Organic gardening has been gaining in popularity, and 
is especially important to seaside areas, since chemical- 
based pesticides wind up in the estuaries and harbors.

disposal system, associated utilities and dry wells and to 
fill and grade. 

The commission had approved an RD A for the 
property five years ago with the condition that a silt fence 
be built; however, the applicants missed the three-year 
window to implement the request. The revised RDA 
moved the storage tank away from the wetlands buffer 
zone, thus the representative said it did not necessitate the 
silt fence and the commission agreed. 

After little deliberation, the commission 
unanimously approved the RDA. 

The second public hearing involved a Notice 
of Intent (NOl) from applicants Richard and Barbara 
Wayshville of 18 Winnatuxett Beach Road to clear 
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wooded area around dwelling and plant a lawn. Allen 
Ewing of Ewing Engineering said the applicants are 
seeking a bigger yard because "the trees are right there" 
behind the back of the home. After calling the request 
"straightforward", Mr. Nicolosi entertained a motion to 
approve the request and the board voted unanimously in 
favor of it. 

The commission then heard a request for an 
extension permit for beach restoration and nourishment 
for Leisure Shores Brandt Island Road by Jeff King. Mr. 
Nicolosi noted that he is unsure if the commission had 
authority to extend the permit because the contractor 
already exceeded the yardage of sand allowable under 
its permit. Mr. O'Down added: "I have no problem 
extending it for the work done on dunes, but if they 
want to put more sand down, it will put an increase on 
the scope of the work." Mr. Nicolosi then advised the 
applicants to create a maintenance plan, which would 
include a certain yardage of sand each year, to avoid 
continued visits to the ConCom for approval. The 
commission ultimately approved an extension of the 
permit given no more sand is placed on the beach until a 
maintenance plan is in place. 

The commission then briefly reopened an old 
hearing regarding a NOI to clear behind a dwelling at 26 
Brandt Island Road for applicants Randall and Tammi Lee 
Caspar. Following the receipt of appropriate paperwork, 
namely a letter from Natural Heritage authorizing the 
change, the commission approved the NOI imanimously. 

Shortly thereafter, the commission approved May 
24 and June 28 minutes unanimously. 

Due to the impending departure of Mr. Brackins, 
Mr. Nicolosi noted that the commission would need to 
approach the selectmen to advertise the availability of a 
new opening. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the commission 
voted to adjourn at 7:30 pm.

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Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Naida Parker 
on July 12, 2010 in the Rochester Town Hall at 6:50 pm. 
Also in attendance were Selectmen Richard Nunes and 
Bradford Morse, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
and Assistant to the Selectmen Veronica Lafreniere. 

The minutes of the June 21 meeting were 
approved. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera informed the Board that the Rochester 
Environmental Park on Route 28, formerly owned by 
Casella, had been purchased by United Waste, an Avon, 
MA-based company. In a meeting with Mr. LaCamera 
and Highway Surveyor Jeffrey Eldridge, the new 
company agreed to honor previously held waste material 
recycling agreements with Rochester. Mr. LaCamera 
said that the new company was "going to make some 
significant improvements to the building", which is 
currently in poor condition. 

Mr LaCamera said that Governor Deval 
Patrick had signed the FYll budget at "about the same" 
monetary amount that the Senate had approved, meaning 
that Rochester would not have to suffer changes or 
further cuts. "We are in good shape for another year," 
said Mr. LaCamera. 

On the topic of finances, Mr LaCamera said 
that the town had achieved about $18,000 in insurance 
savings through various credits and programs. Rochester 
subscribes to Myer Insurance to cover liability, auto

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insurance, workman's compensation and building 
insurance, and the final annual ticket for all this coverage 
will end up costing the town $109,000. 

The Rochester Memorial School project is on 
schedule, according to Mr. LaCamera, who said that the 
first floor of the precast addition was complete and in 
place. "It's unbelievable. This is an amazing process," he 
said. A building subcommittee is currently obtaining bids 
for furniture for the new addition, and the building is 
slated for mid-December occupation. 

The Board reviewed a new Massachusetts alcohol 
pour license policy that will affect restaurants, clubs, 
hotels and golf courses. The new law, effective July 1, will 
allow establishments to serve alcohol as early as 10:00 am

My cat likes to curl up in my lap but when she breathes in my 
face it really smells.

In their only appointment, the Board met 
with Laurell Farinon, Conservation Agent for the 
Town of Rochester. Ms Farinon came before the Board 
with information about a South Coast Rail Technical 
Assistance Grant that the Rochester planning board was 
interested in. The grant offers assistance to towns that are 
making planning changes that fit into the rail initiative. 

Rochester initiatives that may qualify the town 
for the grant are: 

• A proposed mixed-use district bylaw. 

• A proposed agricultural enterprise zone. 

• A proposed open space residential design 

bylaw. 
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In order to apply for the grant, Ms. Farinon said 
that the town needed Chairman Parker's signature. The 
Board voted unanimously to authorize Chairman Parker 
to sign the grant application. 

In Correspondence, the Board received a letter 
from Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee, regarding a 
proposed closure of the Wareham District Court. 

Chief Magee urged the Board to oppose the 
court's closing, saying, "Any such closure will seriously 
impact [the police] department not only financially, but 
will also create a dangerous safety issue for Rochester 
police officers and the public that they serve." In his 
letter. Chief Magee said that Rochester police make daily 
trips to the Wareham District Court for routine business, 
including testifying in cases, assisting domestic violence 
victims with restraining orders and ticket appeal cases. By 
Chief Magee' s estimate, having to commute to Plymouth 
District Court instead will cost the town nearly $5,000 in 
travel costs to the budget, plus $2,000 annually in fuel 
costs. Most importantly, it will take an on-duty officer 
away from town, which could impact safety for residents. 

The Board was receptive to the letter and voted 
to authorize Mr. LaCamera to forward the letter onto 
appropriate parties, and to write a letter opposing 
Wareham District Court's closing to the Senator, 
Representative and the Chief Justice. 

In a final Action item, Mr. LaCamera asked the 
Board to review and approve the town's Affordable

Housing Plan, which had undergone final revisions. The 
Board voted to approve the plan, thanking Mr. LaCamera 
for his work on the project. 

Mr. Nunes asked Mr. LaCamera about the status 
of the joint job posting for Town Planner with Wareham. 
Mr. LaCamera said that there were 11 resumes for the 
Rochester /Wareham interview committee to narrow 
down to five or six interviewees.

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Board Reviews Private Roads Policy 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular iiieeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman lordan 
Collyer on July 13, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall conference room. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Paul Silva and George Randall and Assistant 
to the Selectmen Melody Pacheco. Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne did not attend. 

After the Pledge of Allegiance and a moment of 
silence for those who have served and those currently in 
the service, the Board approved the June 22 minutes. The 
board then imanimously approved the following action 
items: 

• The appointment of Bernard Klim to the 
Mattapoisett Cultural Council. 

• A one-day alcohol license to serve beer 
and wine at the August 8 Florence Eastman Post 280 
Clambake. 

• The resignation of Elaine Botelho from the Tree 
Comiiuttee. 

• A one-day alcohol license to serve alcoholic 
beverages on August 14 at 5 Shipyard Lane. 

• A two-week trailer permit to Gregory and 
Patricia Bartlett for property located on Silvershell Ave. 

• A one-day alcohol license to serve alcohol at the 
Mattapoisett YMCA's August 7 Clamboil fundraiser.

For the first appointment. Chairman Collyer 
met at length with Highway Surveyor Barry Denham to 
discuss the promulgation of the guidelines regarding the 
private road bylaw. Both Selectman Silva and Selectman 
Randall recused themselves from the discussion because 
they reside on private roads. 

Mr. Denham presented his guidelines, which 
he said is a conglomeration of different requirements 
from assorted Massachusetts towns. "It is the board's 
responsibility [to establish] how we determine what is a 
public road that will be plowed. This is for your review," 
he said. Chairman Collyer first questioned Mr. Denham 
on how to handle formerly plowed roads that may no 
longer fit the new criteria. 
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"Whatever we develop should be administered 
uniformly. Unfortunately, there are roads that may not 
live up to the criteria," said Mr Denham, adding, "It 
won't be an easy thing to do." 

Chairman Collyer stressed the importance of 
"doing our homework" in terms of establishing hard data 
on how many of the 246 private roads will be affected by 
the new bylaw. He added, however, "We shouldn't take 
out the ones we've been consistently doing because there 
should be no budgetary impact." Mr. Denham countered 
that each year he is charged with overseeing more roads. 
"Yes, it is one little road here, and one little road there, but 
it increases every year." He also added that after a major 
snow storm last year, it was "extremely late" when the 
crews completed all of the residential streets, thus hopes 
to add rental trucks to his fleet "so my guys don't work 36 
hours straight." 

Both Mr. Denham and Chairman Collyer 
responded to a concern from a resident about access to 
homes for emergency purposes during a snowstorm. Mr. 
Denham said that plowing crews always are available 
through radio to be dispatched to a home, and would 
even plow the lawn so emergency crews could reach the 
caller 

Another resident requested clarification on 
whether residents can keep up "Private" signs on roads, 
but Chairman Collyer responded that the issue is still 
under review. An additional attendee requested more 
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detailed information in the bylaws, such as how plows 
would handle roads with speed bumps. 

Overall, Mr. Denham said he hopes to "maintain 
the status quo" as much as possible. Chairman Collyer 
said the Board would vote on an official private road 
policy during the August 3 meeting. Mr. Denham said 
he would need the list by mid-September so his office is 
adequately prepared before the winter season. 

In the next appointment, the board met with 
Police Chief Mary Lyon regarding the ambulance 
transport rate schedule. She asked the board to approve 
an increased billable rate of ambulance to 40 percent over 
the Medicaid level. She said this percentage is common in 
surrounding towns and that an abatement program exists 
for people unable to manage the increase. The board 
tmanimously approved the request. 

In a third appointment, the board met with 
Harbormaster Steve Mach to discuss staffing needs of his 
department. Mr. Mach said he is short-staffed by three 
people, which he said he "needed yesterday" to assist 
with the busy harbor season. After some discussion on 
scheduling, the Board requested that Mr. Mach juggle 
schedules to ensure coverage during the lunch hour. 
Further, the Board suggested extending the staff hours 
to a later time on Friday nights, but closing up earlier on 
Sunday evenings. 

"This isn't the sleepy old harbor we had many 
years ago. It is an active harbor," Selectman Silva

if they increased their space. Both the Town House 
and the Elizabeth Taber library are in need of capital 
improvements. Mr. Strand said that there are several 
parties interested in combining these needs in what 
he called a "campus approach", where the two aging 
buildings - the Town House and the library - would be 
improved and possibly connected with an annex for a 
Council on Aging to use. 

Mr. Strand asked the Board to consider this 
possibility when discussing feasibility studies. 

"We should see where the common interests 
might lie," said Chairman Blanchette. "This could 
be one of the things that [the Capital Improvement 
Planning Committee] study from the get-go." The Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee (CIPC) is currently 
being formed to address the many critical town building 
issues. 

The Board agreed to explore this campus 
possibility further at a later meeting. 

In a second appointment, the Board again met 
with resident John Ludes in regards to a Converse Road 
subdivision sewer stub approval that has been pending 
a "public benefit" requirement ever since a March 2010 
meeting, when the Board learned that the Sippican Lands 
Trust (SLT) would not purchase a parcel of the Ludes 
subdivision for public access to water. 
Prior to SLT backing out of the deal, the Selectmen had 
approved three sewer stubs for the 31-acre subdivision, 
with the understanding that 11 of those acres would be 
gifted to SLT. Upon learning that, not only would the land 
be sold instead of gifted to SLT, but that SLT ultimately 
decided to back out of the deal, the Board told Mr. Ludes 
that he would have to prove "public interest" in order to 
obtain the three sewer stubs. 

Mr. Ludes worked with the town to provide two 
points of public interest for the July 13 meeting. He agreed 
to reduce the subdivision from seven lots to six lots (by 
combining two of the projected lots), and he agreed to 
give the town future subdivision restriction of those lots. 
In a public comment session, resident Francis Reardon 
objected to the deal, saying that town sewer stubs 
were precious commodities and that the new deal - lot

reduction - was not equal to the original deal of public 
land access. 

Chairman Blanchette supported Mr Ludes' 
proposal for subdivision restrictions, and said that Mr. 
Ludes shouldn't be penalized for SLT's decision to 
back out of the deal. He said that, in addition to the lot 
restrictions, Mr Ludes provides a lot of services to the 
town, like allowing town residents to park in the Marion 
General Store parking lot, of which he owns half. 
"What has he done for this town? A lot," Chairman 
Blanchette said. 

"The public benefit doesn't necessarily have to 
come from that parcel," said Selectman Cushing. Public 
benefit, according to both Chairman Blanchette and 
Selectman Cushing, could come from other town services 
that Mr. Ludes could offer Most recently, Mr Ludes made 
a five-acre donation of open space along Route 6 to the 
SLT. 

Still, Mr Reardon wanted to clarify the "public 
interest" portion of the Converse Road deal. "Where is the 
trade-off?" asked Mr Reardon.

"The trade-off is in the reduction of lots," said 
Selectman Gushing. "But it does not have to be relative to 
this track." 

"So you're saying 'he's a nice guy and he paid 
us'?" asked Mr. Reardon. "I think you are messing with 
town policy." 

"I feel very comfortable with what we are doing," 
replied Chairman Blanchette. "The fact that those three 
sewer stubs aren't there is a joke," he added, referencing 
the previous landowners who somehow managed to 
avoid a tie-in. "They should [already] be there... this is a 
comedy of errors that occurred." 

"I think it's unfair and arbitrary how you are 
going about this," said resident Carol Sanz, who thought 
that the original deal of public access should be adhered 
to for sewer stub approval. 

"People want public benefit to be access," said 
Mr. Dawson. "It doesn't have to be public access." He 
said that Mr. Ludes' proposal would reduce density and 
reduce stress on police and fire departments. 

The Board voted to accept Mr. Ludes' lot 
restrictions as a public interest requirement and approved 
the three sewer stubs. The vote was made based on a 
motion written for the Board by Town Council Jon Witten. 

In a third appointment, the Board met with Ray 
Pickles and other residents in regards to a Silvershell 
Beach stormwater treatment facility. Mr. Pickles said 
that there was an abundance of non-native vegetation 
growing on water dikes in the area, and he asked the 
Board for their support in asking the tree warden and 
the Conservation Committee to have the vegetation, 
including locust trees, removed. 

According to Mr. Pickles, previous requests to 
the tree warden had resulted in minimal pruning, but he 
hoped that, with the Board's support, they might be able 
to get a more aggressive solution to the problem. The 
Board agreed and voted to support Mr. Pickles and the 
other area residents in their quest to pursue the matter 
with the Conservation Commission. 
In Action items, the Board approved:

had not submitted its intentions for reappointment in 
time. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
said that he was in preliminary talks with Michael 
Johnson of Tower Resource Management, regarding a 
possible cell phone tower placement in the area of the 
Marion Social Club near Route 195.

Tri-Town Tax Work-off Programs Help Seniors 

By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

Marion - Marion joins the ranks of Rochester 
and Mattapoisett this year in implementing a program 
to help seniors earn an abatement on their real estate 
property taxes by working at jobs in town departments. 

Marion began the senior work-off abatement 
program this month, offering residents aged 62 and 
over an opportunity to work up to 93 .75 hours per year, 
earning a minimum wage of $8 per hour in exchange 
for a credit of up to $750 toward their annual property 
taxes. Residents may work less than the maximum hours 
allowed and still accrue credit toward their tax bill based 
upon hours worked. Credit for hours worked appears on 
the real estate tax bill, so no money changes hands. The 
program will accept up to 20 town residents on a first 
come, first served basis, and the program is available for 
only one person per residence. There is no household 
income or asset restriction, so anyone aged 62 and over 
can apply. 

The Marion senior work-off program 
coordinator is Susan Schwager, COA Director. 
Applicants must attach a copy of a current real estate tax 
bill in the applicant's name. The town has allotted a total 
of $10,000 for the fiscal year 201 1 , which was approved 
at the May 17 Annual Town Meeting. The Marion Senior 
Work-Off Abatement Program was set up in accordance 
with the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws, 
which includes the Commonwealth's guidelines for 
towns to set up a senior tax work off program. 

Applicants should note any 'special skills' they 
possess on the application, as these skills could help with 
placement within the various Town Hall departments 
- including Conservation Commission, Building 
Department, Planning Board, Assessor, Treasurer/ 
Collector, Board of Health, Accounting or Board of 
Selectmen. Other possible placements could include the 
Harbormaster, Police, Fire, and EMS departments or in 
Sippican Elementary School. Applications are available 
at the Council on Aging office in Marion Town Hall. 

Rochester - Rochester's senior property tax 
work-off program has been in effect since 2003 , and 
currently places 20 participants in jobs including: chef 
(at the Senior Center breakfast program) , building 



maintenance, library work, computer lessons, van driver, 
secretary/receptionist and a woman who gives piano 
lessons at the Senior Center. 

"We have no senior housing in town, so this 
program helps, in another way, to reduce the tax bill," 
said COA Director, Sharon Lally. "We want to do what 
we can to help them stay in their homes." 

Rochester allots $15,000 annually for the 
program, which is coordinated by Town Administrator, 
Richard LaCamera. Rochester's minimum age is 62 
with a household income maximum of $45,000. There 
is no asset restriction. The applicant must be currently 
living in the home and must have been living there for 
the past three years. Applications become available 
in mid-May but can be submitted any time during 
the year. Applications can be picked up at the Town 
Administrator's office in Town Hall. 

Mattapoisett - Mattapoisett's senior work-off 
abatement program has been in effect since 2000 and 
currently provides jobs to approximately 55 seniors, with 
the majority of them working at the Senior Center at 
Center School. 

"We have participants working the polls at 
elections, issuing town parking stickers and issuing 
shellfish licenses," says Town Clerk, Barbara Sullivan. 
"They are great to work with, [they] love working at 
Town Hall and they take pressure off the Treasurer/ 
Collector's office." 

Mattapoisett has a minimum age of 60 and has 
no household income or asset restriction. Also, there 
is no cap on the number of people in the program. 
Participants work in the Highway Department, Water 
Department and a few retired nurses assist the town 
nurse with flu clinics. 

"It's not just the dollars," says COA Director, 
Vanessa Williams. "It encourages volunteerism and puts 
seniors on a regular schedule of getting out of the house 
and into a social setting." 

Mattapoisett seniors can earn up to $750 credit 
applied to their real estate tax bills. The Mattapoisett 
senior work-off program, which is coordinated by town 
Clerk, Barbara Sullivan accepts applications year-round 
and applications can be picked up at the Town Hall.

Mom

Every week for the past fourteen years, until she 
couldn't read much of anything anymore, she read my 
movie reviews in these pages. The most important thing 
I'll ever write here, though, she won't get to read. My 
mom, Suzanne Gonsalves, passed away on July 6. I'd like 
to use this space to remember her. Next week the movie 
reviews will resume as usual, because she would have 
wanted them to. 

Since there's so much to say at a time like this, 
and yet so little that seems appropriate or profound 
enough, I'll talk about my mom's relationship with 
movies. I think she would have liked that. 

Mom was a teacher in New Bedford for 37 years. 
She retired in 2002 and had a lot more time to watch 
movies. I would estimate that in the last few years she saw 
more movies than I did. "Have you seen this?" she'd say, 
pointing at some film on TV I hadn't seen. 

Mom would give almost any movie a try, though 
that didn't mean she always liked them. She gave me 
hell once after she'd seen David Cronenberg's bizarre, 
perverse effort Crash — God only knows how she ended 
up watching it — and wanted to know how I could 
possibly have enjoyed such a thing. In other ways, though, 
our tastes were similar. She never discouraged my love for 
horror movies, even when they scared me so much as a 
little kid I couldn't sleep. 

Her favorite actor by far was Mel Gibson. His 
public shenanigans in recent years tested her loyalty but 
never quite broke it. She still liked him in movies. One 
mercy of her final days was that she was unaware of the 
recent reports of Gibson's outrageous behavior. 

The Exorcist really messed with her head, as it 
did with millions of others. She refused to see it again for 
years, until finally she relented and watched the severely 
trimmed network-TV version. 

The first movie she took me to see was The 




Shaggy D A., Disney's belated sequel to 1959's The 
Shaggy Dog. According to Wikipedia, the movie came out 
in December 1976, which would've made me six, and her 
34. Thus began many years of a grown woman taking her 
kid to see many terrible movies she wouldn't have chosen 
to see by herself. Some were good, though. She took me 
to see Raiders of the Lost Ark, still my favorite movie, five 
times. 

I would watch movies on the ABC Friday/ 
Saturday/Sunday Night Movie until my bedtime. Then my 
mom would write down what happened in the movie from 
when I went to bed until the end. I would find these third- 
act synopses in my bedroom in the morning. 

Wherever she is now, I like to think she's got a 
nice private screening room, accompanied by our late, 
lamented cats Alex and Elvira (who died in 2004 and 
2006 respectively), with a big bowl of caramel popcorn 
and Mel Gibson movies running all the time. 

One other thing: she always tried to find the 
aardvark in each issue of the Wanderer. So when you 
find that elusive critter this week, think of it as my mom 
winking at you. Where she is now, I like to think, she 
always finds the aardvark before anyone else does.
